programs. 


In February, Secretary of the 


Treasury Douglas Dillon said at 
a news conference that reduc- 
tions in excise taxes could come 
in 1965, but he indicated that 
such cuts might not be pushed 
until 1966 or later.

National Assembly that if Muong 
Suoi fell, the Communists would 
threaten the royal capital of Lu- 
ang Prabang and Vang Vieng on 
the main road south to Vien- 
tiane. 


Some 2,500 right-wing troops 


were spread out' in a defense 
line above Borikhane, about 25 
air miles east of Vientiane. The 
village is the last major right- 
wing defense point between an- 
other Communist force and the 
rightist-controlled town of Pak- 
sane, on the Mekong River bor- 
der with Thailand. 


The Communist's captured the 


town of Tha Thorn 12 days ago 
and are using it as a base 
for a move against Borikhane 
less than 20 miles away. 


Souvanna told the assembly he 


rejected an invitation by the 
Pathet Lao chief, Prince Souph- 
anouvong, to go to his Khang 
Khay headquarters for peace 
talks.

FARMVILLE, Va. (AP)—Few 


white and Negro students arc 
expected to share the same 
classrooms next fall in Prince 
Edward County despite a U.S. 
Supreme Court order that pub- 
lic schools be reopened on an 
integrated basis. 


While reaction to Monday's 


historic ruling from'county and 
state officials Was scant, opin- 
ions were privately voiced that 
the net result would be a public 
school system attended almost 
entirely by Negroes and boycot- 
ted by white students who would 
continue to study at private, 
segregated schools. 


In delivering the court's main 


opinion, Justice Hugo L. Black 
said "the time for mere 'delib- 
erate speed' has run out, and 
that phrase can no longer justi- 
fy denying these Prince Edward 
County school children their con- 
stitutional rights to an educa- 
tion equal to that afforded by 
the public schools in other parts 
of Virginia." 


The case, which has journeyed 


through a maze of state and 
federal court decisions since its 
inception in 1951, was sent back 
to the Richmond U.S. District 
Court which was empowered to 
order the county's schools re- 
opened.
